His first distinguishing case was the 
well-known suit of Jonathan Lemmon 
of Virginia, to recover possession o 
eight slaves that had been declared fre< 
by Judge Paine, of the Superior Couv. 
of this city. Lemmon had incautious 
ly been passing through New York will 
his slaves, intending to ship them to 
Texas, when they were discovered an<" 
freed by order of Judge Paine.

Judge was of the opiuion that the Fu 
gitive Slave law did not hold these 
slaves. The State of Virginia directei 
its Attorney General to appeal from 
Judge Paine's decision. The Legisla- 
ture of* this State responded to tb 
challenge by requesting the Governo 
to employ counsel to defend the case 
E. D. Culver and Joseph Blunt wer 
appointed. 
Afterward they withdrew 


and Mr. Arthur was appointed. He as 
sociated with himself William M. Evart 
as counsel, and argued the case befor 
the Supreme Court. The court sus 
tained Judge Paine's decision. Th 
case was then appealed to the Cjurt o 
Appeals. There also the judgment o 
Judge Paine was affirmed—and hence 
forth no slaveholder dared venture int 
New York State with his slaves. Thi 
was not the sole case in which Mr. Ar 
tlmr busied himself in behalf of th 
slaves.

were not permitted to ride on th

miles from us. 
When the great eon- 


est was opened between the mother 
ountry and the colonies, Lord Fairfax, 
fter a protracted struggle with his own 
eart, decided that he must go with the 
anther country. 
He gathered his man- 


le about him, and went over grandly 
nd solemnly. 
There was another man 


who cast in his lot with the struggling 
olonists and continued with them till 
he war was well-nigh ended. 
In an 


iour of darkness that just preceded the 
;!oryof the morning, he hatched the 
reason to surrender forever all that 
lad been gained to the enemies of his 
ountry. 
Benedict Arnold was that 


man. 
Fairfax and Arnold find their

Vhen the war began many good men 
tood hesitating and doubting what 
hey ought to do. Robert E. Lets sat 
n his house across the river here 
loubting and delaying, and going off at 
ast almost tearfully to join the army 
f his State, 
He reminds one in satit < 


respect! of Lord Fairfax, the sta'i'ly 
royalist of the revolution. 
But now, 


when tens of thousands of brave souls 
lave gone unto God under the shadow 
of 
the flag, when thousands more, 


maimed and shattered in the contest, 
are sadly awaiting the deliverance of 
death ; now, when three years of terrific 
warfare have raged over us ; when our 
armies have pushed tlio rebellion back 
over the mountains and rivers, and 
irowdcd it into narrow limits, nntil a 
wall of fire girds it; now, when the up 
iifted hand of a majestic people is 
about to hurl the bolts of its conquer- 
ing power upon the rebellion ; now, in 
the quiet of this hall, hatched in the 
lowest depths of a similar dark treason, 
there rises a Benedict Arnold, and pro- 
poses to surrender us all up, body and 
spirit, the nation and the flag, its gen 
ius and its honor, now and forever, to 
tho accursed traitors to our country. 
And th.it proposition comes—God for- 
give and pity my beloved State—it 
comes from a citizen of the time-honor- 
ed and loyal commonwealth of Ohio. 
1 implore you, brethren in this House, 
to believe that not many births ever 
;ave pangs to my mother State sueh as 
she suffered when that traitor was bora ! 
[ beg you not to believe that in the 
soil of that State another such, growth 
has ever deformed the faces of nature 
and darkened the 
light 
of 
God'i 


day." 


The speech continued in the same 


strain of fierce and powerful invective. 
As an extemporaneous speech, deliver- 
ed on the spur of the moment, under an 
exciting impulse of irrepressible patri 
otisin, it stamped Garfield as a great 
orator, and gave him at once a front 
rank among the strong men in the 
House, a position he has ever since 
maintained, being facile princcps among 
the great men of that body.
